Please  use  the 
order  blank  if  you  have  one,  however,  as  this  saves 
us  a great  amount  of  office  work.  If  you  order  by 
letter,  please  write  plainly  and  use  as  few  words 
as  possible. 

ORDER  IN  MULTIPLES  OF  25  PLANTS 

Kellogg  Pedigree  Plants  are  counted  and  tied  into 
bunches  of  25  each,  each  bunch  containing  a label 
giving  the  name  and  sex  of  the  variety.  We  do  not 
furnish  less  than  25  plants  of  any  variety  and  plants 
of  each  variety  must  be  ordered  in  exact  multiples 
of  25.  That  is,  25,  50,  75,  100,  and  so  on. 

TIME  FOR  SHIPPING 

Leave  the  time  for  shipping  to  us.  We  receive 
reports  on  the  weather  daily  from  all  parts  of  the 
United  States  and  Canada,  and  can  ship  at  the 
proper  time  for  your  locality,  if  your  order  is  in  our 
hands  early  enough.  In  case  you  specify  shipping 
date,  we  cannot  guarantee  to  ship  exactly  on  the  date 
specified  as  we  are  often  hindered  by  bad  weather. 

Ordinarily  we  can  begin  shipping  the  latter  part 
of  February  and  continue  until  the  latter  part  of 
May.

Should  you  not  specify  your  desire  in  this  regard,  we 
shall  assume  that  we  are  to  substitute  if  necessary.  In 
no  event,  however,  will  we  give  you  plants  of  less 
value  than  those  you  ordered. 

OUR  TERMS 

If  your  order  amounts  to  less  than  $5.00,  send  full 
payment  with  the  order;  but  if  your  order  amounts 
to  more  than  $5.00,  a remittance  of  one-third  will 
reserve  the  plants,  the  balance  to  be  in  our  hands  at 
least  10  days  before  you  expect  the  plants  shipped. 

Full  payment  should  accompany  all  orders  sent 
during  the  shipping  season  if  you  expect  prompt 
shipment,  as  we  do  not  ship  until  full  remittance  has 
been  received,  with  the  single  exception  of  Public 
Institutions.  Please  do  not  ask  us  to  ship  C.  O.  D.
